50. (new) The method of claim 1, wherein the pyridoxal-5 'phosphate, or pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof, is formulated into a pharmaceutical composition. 

51. (new) The method of claim 50, wherein the pyridoxal-5 '-phosphate, or pharmaceutically 
acceptable salt thereof, comprises a therapeutically effective amount to decrease IL-6. 

52. (new) The method of claim 50, wherein the composition is a pharmaceutically 
acceptable unit dose form. 

53. (new) The method of claim 52, wherein the pharmaceutically acceptable unit dose form 
is an enteral unit dosage form. 

54. (new) The method of claim 53, wherein the enteral unit dosage form is a tablet, capsule, 
pill, powder, granule or solution. 

55. (new) The method of claim 54, wherein in tablet or capsule is sustained release. 

56. (new) The method of claim 1, wherein said administering pyridoxal-5 '-phosphate, or 
pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof, is administered to a subject in need thereof. 
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57. (new) The method of claim 56, wherein the subject is a mammal. 

58. (new) The method of claim 56, wherein the subject is a human.
